Hi Dick, and BA gang... 


Interesting to see this topic show up again on the list! I originally = 
posted my own interest in "Antique" or "Vintage" type QSL cards back in 
August of 1997. Lack of time prevented me from pursuing this further. I =

I think I have one of the radios you're talking about. It has a 7 by 
5.5 inch steel panel attached to 7 by 4.25 inch channel shaped chassis. 
Has large tuning knob in the center and uses 7/8 inch diameter Meissner 
coils that have radial solder-bump terminals and slides inside a special 
5-contact socket. 

These appear to have been sold for quite a number of years, under 
various names, and in different configurations. The bottom of the front 
panel has holes for two pots, and the chassis has holes for up to three 
tubes. 

My 1941 Radolek catalog shows 1, 2, and 3-tube battery versions sold 
under the Meissner name for $2.94, $3.53, and $4.41 respectively. You 
could also get 1 to 2 and 2 to 3-tube upgrade kits for $0.44 and $1.09. 
All prices are less tubes which were 68 cents apiece. 

Also shown, on the same page, is a two tube AC/DC version under the 
Philmore name. This is similar to my radio: Two type 76 triodes as 
rectifier and regen detector. Uses a resistance line cord for the 
filament that is open on mine. This marvel was $3.23 plus 72 cents for 
a set of four coils. 

Are there more of the kicking around? I have the distinct impression 
there were post-war versions.

Hi, Yves and the group! 


I have a '43 Meissner "How To Build" manual, which shows 2 and 3-tube 
AC/DC sets just as you describe, except they use '76s instead of '27s; 
this is not a huge difference, as the two tubes are sort of 
almost-identical cousins--the '27 is a 2.5V heater tube, while the '76 has 
a 6.3V heater. All it takes is a different line-cord resistor. (Meissner 
uses a 340R resistance for both the 2 and 3-tube '76 sets!) 

Both are on the same chassis, with the same side-contact coil socket 
(that style is a 1920s design, btw). There are also 1, 2 and 3-tube 
battery versions using 1.5V filament tubes on the same chassis--1E4G det, 
1C5G output, and in the three-tube version, a 1H5G as the AF preamp. The 
battery sets have a five-contact screw terminal strip mounted in the 
oblong hole the AC cords exits through in the AC versions, with the Ant, 
Gnd. /A-/B-/C+, A+, B+ and C- terminals on it. (I mention that ‘cos it 
would be pretty easy to "batteryize" one of the AC sets, curtain-burner 
resistance line cords being a little hard to come by these days and 
battery regenerators being quieter anyhow). 

These look like decent little kit regens. No bandspread but not too 
bad--the antenna connection is tapped down on the coil, which helps avoid 
overcoupling. Don't hook a ground to the chassis of the AC/DC versions! 
There's a .Q@5mF condenser between the "circuit ground" (one side of the AC 
line) and chassis--could be yeechy if that happened to hbe the live side 
of the line. Power switch, as is typical of such designs, is between the 
"circuit ground" and one side of the AC line, that being the side we hope 
is the neutral....

It's been my limited experience that it's the other way around. The 
local osc is above the received freq on all bands but the highest. 
Using the high end reduces turns in the coil, but then the tube runs 
out of gas and the last band has to be below the signal. These are 
both manufacturing considerations to get lower cost and maximum 
frequency span. Perhaps a receiver designed for performance instead 
of cost would do it differently. 


Trying the math for the LO above the signal, 10 MHz, the main response 
is at 10 MHz RF and 10.5 MHz LO. The image is at 9 MHz RF and 9.5 MHz 
LO, for 500 KHz IF. 


OTOH, if the LO is below the signal, when the RF section is tuned to 
10 MHz the LO is 9.5 MHz. The image occurs at 11 MHz RF and 10.5 MHz LO. 


So the HQ-129, with a WWV image at 9.1 MHz, has an LO that is above 
the RF signal. The set with the 10.9 mc image has the LO set below 
the RF signal. Maybe it's time to get out the alignment instructions.

With my scope you can 
watch as you tune below 2 mc that the output from the osc. will drop off 
very rapidly below 2.5 mc and quit altogether at about 1.9 mc. 

This only happens on this band, all others work just fine. I have replaced 
all caps in that tuning range, all bypass caps on osc., replaced 6K8 twice, 
checked inductor with a inductance meter, checked all resistors in that 
tuning range. 

What have I missed?

Group ... 


One of the few purchases I made this year at Dallas HamCom was a Drake 
1-A receiver. I sort of stumbled on it, and just couldn't pass it up. 
Turned out to be a late 1-A with the WWV position on the bandswitch 
and the crystal calibrator controlled by the antenna trimmer control. 

Nice shape on the outside, with a bit of corrosion on the copper 
chassis and frame inside, but nothing devastating. Best of all, it 
worked without first having to replace a bezillion caps, find and 
install a new left-handed capacillated spindle confustler, and clean 
30 years of accumulated grunge off the dial face .... 


The more I play with this interesting piece of BA receiver history, the 
more I like it. I don't get all that excited about individual radios 
very often, but this one has been an exception. It is spartan -- but 
not to a fault, given the design objective of being an SSB-only 
receiver. It accomplishes that primary objective with great aplomb. 
Nothing much to do but tune in a signal, peak the preselector, and set 
the volume where you want it. 


I don't know how to describe the overall result better than to just say 
it plays well and is emminently "listenable". Very nice, clean, 
undistorted audio -- probably due to use of negative feedback in the 
audio stages. None of the occasional scratchiness, hum, buzzes, 
rattles, and other low level grunge which makes some receivers of the 
period (and modern ones, too, for that matter) tiring to listen to for 
long periods. I had expected the little rear firing internal speaker 
to be ear-unfriendly, but to the contrary, I've had no urge whatsoever 
to add anything outboard. 


The 6:60 selectivity ratio is about 1 to 2.5 or so. A bit wide for a 
run at the SSB Sweepstakes or DX Test in today's environment, but the 
filter sounds good, and seems quite adequate for most conditions. The 
passband tuning helps a lot. And while it's untested by fire, the 
very narrow preselector tuning should add some front end protection. 
And there is a 30dB attenuator, settable from the back panel, if 
things get really bad. 


It's stable, too. The receiver has been sitting on one spot all 
evening and I haven't had to touch up the tuning. I don't think the 
total drift from turn on has been more than 500 cps -- not too 
shabby considering there's no ballast or VR tube for the oscillators. 


Most important, it looks good just sitting there. I developed no 


new or inappropriate muscle groups while lifting it to the top shelf. 
Good too is the fact that it only eats up 7" of horizontal real estate 
in an already overcrowded operating environment, and I don't need to 
figure out where to go with yet another speaker cabinet 


(Applause) Nice box! Well done!

Hi! 


About cleaning ceramic power tubes...the RCA power tubes in our old 
transmitter came with instructions suggesting you could wash them with 
dish soap and warm water! The bottom of the sink should be padded with 
sponges, as it's easy to give the tube a jolt otherwise, and it must be 
rinsed xrepeatedly,* then allowed to dry xfully.* (A source of clean, 
compressed air is useful for getting moisture out of the cooling fins to 
speed up the drying process, but if there's any oil in it all bets are 
off). 

RCA's 1964 edition of 1CE-300, "Application Guide For RCA Power Tubes," 
gives a different procedure, suggesting that A) any grease be removed with 
acetone; B) RF contact surfaces cleaned with "Bear-Tex," a very fine grade 
of silicon carbide abrasive pad, or equivalent (3M used to make an 
extremely fine flat-grit abrasive sheet that would do a good job[1]); C) 
Light dirt removed with an eraser such as Eberhard Faber #100. If the 
dirt cannot be removed by an eraser, hand rub with an abrasive such as 
Norton Crystalon Abrasive No. 204-284, grade 3FX, or equivalent. 

In practice, we washed tubes xoncex during their life, about midpoint 
(this was, barring other failures, the xonlyx time the tube would be out 
of socket before it would be replaced due to loss of emission). Middlin' 
weak dishwater, a bit of soaking and a soft cloth did the trick. The 
rinsewater from the cooling fins would run dark grey for longer than you'd 
expect! (We used Dawn--any low-residue plain dish liquid would do; avoid 
scented ones and the trickier "magic" formulations). 

A dishwasher might do, especially for the small/rugged tubes, but you'd 
want to mind that the tube was well-secured (they *xreallyx don't take to 
being clonked around) and possibly hand-rinse it; dishwasher soap tends to 


be aggressive stuff. (I like soakin' ‘em for a few minutes better--the 
cooling fins are very close-set on most ceramic tubes and a dishwasher is 
counting on the hot steam & water jets to loosen and scrub away the crud). 

The "mid-life washing" could be way off--while the big finals from the 
visual RF amplifiers rarely lasted more than two years (continuous!), the 
aural finals were run at about half their rated dissipation; I had one 
that lasted about xten*x years! ...Careful management of filament voltages 
and operation well below the upper limits can produce really amazing 
lifespans for transmitting tubes. 


FWIW, I have a few copies of the 1CE-300 booklet--19 pages of general 
info on the use of power tubes. Looks like a 3-stamp SASE (biz-size or 
9x12 if you want it not folded) would cover shipping. Anyone interested? 


1. Does anyone know what 3M calls that stuff? It was unusual--where the 
grains of a typical abrasive sheet look like grains of sand close up and 
are quite irregular, the grains of 3M's product were all the same height 
and flat on top. It produced a very smooth finish. They sent out samples 
about 20 years ago, and I haven't seen it since!

'1' as you tune down a high pitch gets lower then dissapears, thru zero = 
beat then a barely audible tone increasing on the other side. Then in = 
position '2' tuning up gets the same effect. 
The IF cans must be oscillator coils which can adjust the tone, but left = 
them alone 
other than to verify that the tone in one sideband is the same audio = 
freq as the barely 
audible tone in the other sideband position, and visa-versa. 

There's one panel control called a ‘gating’ control, a variable cap = 
which appears 
to do nothing so far, near the input circuit. Other than that, there's = 
volume/power, 
a selector for '1' '2' and '‘AM', and a big round speaker hole. 


I guess the next step is attempt to interface to an HQ-120, or another 
Manassas project, a badly hacked up BC-348.

Recently I posted a request about the satin black color used by 
Hallicrafters on such beauties as the SX62, SX71, etc., etc and got

The power company is laying/pulling a new underground service line in 
our neighborhood. Talked to the guys and asked some questions. They 
push a pipe into the ground with a special head/drilling tip. Down the 


pipe goes drilling mud to lubricate the pipe string and keep the hole 
from collapsing. A guy carries a box that tells him how far down the 
drilling head is, and at what angle the point is to the direction of 
drilling. When going straight, the pipe string rotates briskly. To 
change direction, the point is set to the right angle by carefully 
rotating the pipe and then it is pushed forward without rotation. 

Each pipe in the string is about 6 feet long, so you stop and correct 
every 6 feet. They drilled around a right angle bend with about 400 
foot radius, right up to the hole in the ground near the transformer. 
Then they took off the head and attached a cable and pulled it back 

to the drilling machine. No conduit and no trenches through the posey 
gardens. The cable was about an inch in diameter, marked 1/0 AL, rated 
for 15 KV. It had a single ought aluminum center conductor and a layer 
of copper strands near the surface. Don't think they were braided.

Tom and all Filament Fanciers; 


I am in the process of repairing a Philco floor model set. One night I 
turned off all the lights to watch the tubes glow in the dark. I 
noticed that one of the 6kK6 tubes had a blue glow to it inside the 
tube. I swapped the tube and the blue went away. I assume the blue 
glow is not normal, but would like to know what caused the phenomenon. 


VV VV WV 


The blue glow which appears on the inside surface of the glass is caused by 
fluorescence due to bombardment of metallic compounds in the glass by soft 
x-rays and/or electrons which "shine" from the ends of the plate. You may 
notice that when you turn the volume up the glow will vary in step with the 
audio program being amplified by the 6K6. This phenomenon is very common 


and is not a sign of a deteriorating tube.
